Spring  graduates  in  largest 
class  ever , face  dim  future 


BYU  college  seniors  are  members  of  the  largest  national  grad- 
uating class  in  the  history  of  United  States  education.  For  the  first 
time,  and  probably  the  last  for  a great  span  of  years,  the  number  of 
college  diplomas  handed  *out  in  one  year  will  total  ^vell  over  a 
half  million. 

According  to  a recent  bulletin  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Labor,  the  1950  “cap  and  gown”  paraders  will  be  almost  100,000 
over  4he  all-time  record  of  422,000  set  last  June.  Next  year  the  num- 
ber of  graduates  is  expected  to  decline  somewhat  and  continue  on 
the  downward  trend  for  almost  a decade. 

The  vast  size  of  the  graduating  class  will  intensify  the 
competition  for  jobs  when  BYU  seni'ors  seek  employment; 

1950  graduates  will  find  fewer  openings  in  professional  fields 
than  any  group  of  grads  in  the  country’s  history. 

The  outlook  for  jobs  is  considered  by  the  Labor  Department  to 
be  fairly  good  however,  with  three  factors  clouding  the  picture: 
there  is  an  increased  number  of  unemployed  persons  in  the  country 
today,  the  1950  senior  class  is  the  biggest  in  history,  and  important 
jobs  have  been  filled  by  the  large  number  of  graduates  in  the  classes 
of  1948  and  1949. 

The  places  where  employment  will  take  place  in  the 
greatest  concentration  is  in  large  business  and  industry 
where  many  positions  need  to  be  filled  each  year. 

Employment  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  is  growing  more 
rapidly  than  in  others.  The  West  Coast,  the  South  Atlantic  region 
and  Texas  seem  to  be  the  most  promising,  fields  this  year. 

The  Labor  Department  states  further  that  the  need  for  profes- 
sional employment  is  greater  in  the  rural  areas  of  the  country  than 
in  the  urban  regions. 

General  observations  about  conditions  in  the  job  market  tend 
to  hide  widely  varying  situations.  Prospects  are  excellent  in  some 
occupations,  industries,  and  areas  and  in  some  others  very  discour- 
aging to  the  job  hunter. 

In  teaching,  for  example,  there  is  an  acute  shortage  of  personnel 
in  the  elementary  schools  and  an  oversupply  at  the  high  school  level. 

Professional  fields  in  which  stiff  competition  for  jobs 
is  expected  in  the  next  few  years  include:  law,  journalism 
and  personnel  work.  In  engineering,  the  number  of  graduates 
will  exceed  the  number  of  openings  next  year,  but  after  the 
1 Jst  half  of  the  decade  the  situation  will  improve. 

Graduate  training,  always  an  asset  in  gaining  employment,  is 
going  to  be  especially  vauable  in  Chemistry  and  physics,  and  in 
liberal  arts. 

Business  administration  and  accounting  fields  are  greatly  over- 
crowded and  a surplus  of  position  candidates  is  building  up. 

Prospects  for  new  entrants  are  extra  good  in  health  service, 
nursing,  medicine  and  dentistry.  Pharmacy  graduates  stand  a good 
chance  of  finding  employment  this  year,  but  the  number  of  positions 
available  are  rapidly  declining. 

The  picture  sums  up  to  be  very  mixed.  Some  occupations 
are  over-supplied  and  the  competition  will  be  intense  for 
the  available  jobs.  Other  fields  have  a demand  for  jobs 
which  outweigh  the  supply  of  trained  people  to  fill  these 
positions. 

Those  whoste  training  lies  in  the  crowded  fields  are  urged  by 
(the  government  labor  department  to  explore  the  opportunities  of 
entering  fields  closely  allied  to  their  field  of  primary  interest  where 
there  may  be  more  openings.  They  should  also  look  into  the  poss- 
ibility of  graduate  training  to  equip  themselves  with  more  special- 
ized skills. 


A recent  survey  of  44  colleges  and  universities  on  student  gov- 
ernmental setups  by  DePauw  University  officials  reveals  three  inter- 
esting notes. 

Of  all  the  colleges  and  universities  surveyed  an  average  of 
55%  of  all  students  voted  in  student  elections.  In  schools  without 
fraternities  or  sororities  the  average  vote  was  79%. 

Thirteen  schools  of  the  44  used  the  senate  system  and  20  elected 
members  of  the  governing  group  at  large. 

The  average  size  of  the  government  was  19  members,  averaging 
by  classes  1.8  freshmen,  3.5  sophomores,  5.0  juniors  and  7.2  seniors.

Paid  political  ads,  single 
votes,  mark  bygone  elections 

Did  you  know  that  in  the  student  body  elections  of  1922 
the  Y News  (UNIVERSE  to  you)  ran  classified  political  ad- 
vertisements prior  to  the  elections? 

That’s  only  one  of  the  interesting  facts  that  was  dug 
from  the  dusty  archives  of  the  Y News  concerning  student  body 
elections  at  Brigham  Young  University  during  the  past  three 
decades. 

With  student  body,  class,  and  AMS  elections  slated  for 
the  last  of  April  and  first  of  May  this  year  it  might  be  inter- 
esting to  review  some  of  the  unusual  incidents  of  past  elections. 

There  have  been  a few  elections 
during  the  history  of  the  school 
that  were  decided  by  only  a 
single  vote,  but  here’s  a different 
twist  to  the  same  story.  In  1922 
Roland  Browning  was  elected  ed- 
itor of  the  Banyan  by  a slight 
majority.  He  only  held  the  pos- 
ition for  24  hours,  though,  be- 
cause in  a recount  of  the  votes 
Wayne  C.  Booth  came  out  with 
273  votes,  while  Browning  had 
only  272. 

Closest  election  in  recent  years 
came  in  1948  when  Moana  Ballif 
was  named  student  body  secretary 
by  a single  ballot.  Self-conscious 
friends  told  Miss  Ballif  after  the 
election  that  they  figured  it  was 
their  individual  vote  that  won  the 
election  for  her. 

Several  interesting  names  were 
run  across  in  searching  over  the 
lists  of  candidates  of  former 
years.  Aspiring  student  body 
presidents  in  1925  included  a fel- 
low named  Knight  Allen.  The 
next  year,  1926,  Wesley  Lloyd 
was  listed  on  the  presidential 
ballot. 


Library  appoints 
circulation  head 


BYU  has  always  been  a cos- 
mopolitan school  as  shown  by 
the  1936  race  for  student  body 
prexy.  Five  men  were  gunning 
for  the  executive  position  as  stu- 
dent head  of  the  school,  and  only 
one  of  them  was  from  Utah.  An 
Idaho  man  eventually  won  the 
election. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  school  two  election  booths 
were  set  up  in  1937 — one  in  the 
Education  Building  and  the  other 
in  the  Library.  The  two  booths 
had  a telephone  connection  that 
enabled  both  of  them  to  check  off 
names  of  students  as  they  voted, 
whether  they  were  on  upper ' or 
lower  campus. 

Student  interest  in  student  gov- 
ernment rises  and  falls  over  the 
years,  but  wherever  or  whenever 
elections  are  held  something  un- 
ique always  turns  up  to  revive 
interest  for  the  next  year. 


Mrs.  Lucille  M.  Thorne  has  re- 
cently been  appointed  circulation 
librarian  on  the  BYU  expanding 
library  staff.  She  succeeds  Miss 
Phyliss  Eriksen,  who,  after  occu- 
pying the  position  for  the  past 
year  and  a half,  returned  to 
Boston. 

Mrs.  Thorne,  former  children’s 
librarian  at  the  public  library,  is 
president  of  the  Utah  County  li- 
brary association. 

Mrs.  Hattie  M.  Knight,  who  has 
been  on  leave  the  past  year  as 
circulation  librarian  will  now  as- 
sume the  duties  of  reference  lib- 
rarian. Friday,  she  represented 
BYU  at  the  executive  board  mem- 
bers’ meeting  of  the  Utah  Library 
Association  held  in  Salt  Lake 
City.

League  pennant  scramble  we  would  like  to  straighten  out  a few 
readers  who  might  have  fallen  prey  to  Skyline  Skoops  soon  to  be 
known  as  “Fred’s  Friends.”  Since  we  have  more  to  do  than  tear 
‘down  campus  personalities  we  will  make  our  comments  brief. 

In  reference  to  Johnny  Mize  and  ex-National  Leaguers  we  would 
like  to  remind  Fr.  Ferd  Raddishell  that  the  alleged  World.  Champions 
have  a cast  off  ex-National  Leaguer  for  a manager.  Also  in  reference 
to  proposed  train  crash  of  Athletics  in  which  players  would  be  killed 
or  disabled,  as  a Yankee  man  we’re  not,  it  would  be  comforting 
to  know  that  such  an  accident  would  not  prove  injurious  to  the 
Bomber’s  chances  as  half  of  them  are  disabled  to  begin  with. 


One  of  the  top  teams  in  the  National  League  and  a 
contender  year  after  year  is  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  With 
good  pitching  and  some  proven  stars  the  Cards  figure  to  he 
tough  to  stop.  The  Redbirds  are  still  trying  to  rebuild  their 
once  great  farm  system  as  well  as  find  a hall  park  to 
play  in. 

The  Boston  Braves  are  expected,  to  regain  some  of  their  1948 
form  largely  on  the  strength  of  last  winter’s  trade  with  the  New 
York  Giants.  Also  the  apparent  return  to  form  of  Johnny  Sain  will 
definitely  put  the  Braves  in  a pennant  contending  position. 

The  Philadelphia  Phillies  are  for  the  first  time  in  thirty-five 
years  rated  a pennant  chance.  The  Phils  boast  a hard  hitting  outfield, 
a tight  infield,  but  an  unsteady  pitching  staff  carrying  an  ex-Yank. 
Youth  will  aid  the  Phils  in  August  and  in  the  stretch  drive. 

Last  year’s  pennant  winning  Brooklyn  Dodgers  will  be 
in  for  a rough  time  this  season.  While  the  other  teams  have 
improved  their  personnel  the  Bums  have  to  rely  for  the  most 
part  on  last  year’s  championship  nine.  With  a couple  of  the 
veteran  twlrlers  returning  to  form  the  Dodgers  could  well 
repeat  their  1949  finish. 

. Leo  Durocher  is  out  to  get  his  kind  of  ball  club  even  if  he  has 
to  give  up  every  power  hitter  the  New  York  Giants  ever  had.  The 
winter  trade  with  the  Boston  Braves  in  which  the  Giants  came 
off  second  best  will  definitely  hamper  any  flag  hopes.  Larry  Jansen 
and  Sheldon  Jones,  in  the  last  few  weeks,  have  rounded  into  shape, 
but  Dave  Koslo,  last  year’s  ERA  champ,  is  having  trouble  hitting 
his  stride. 

If  the  National  League  opening  could  be  moved  up  to  the  middle 
of  March,  the  Cincinnati  Reds  could  be  considered  for  a first  division 
berth.  However  the  Reds  are  still  a much  improved  ball  club  and 
will  cause  the  favorites  a lot  of  of  trouble.  If  Ewell  Blackwell  can 
return  to:  his  1947  pitching  form  things  could  take  a turn  for  the 
better  in  Cincinnati.  With  the  hitting  of  Ted  Kluszewski  and  Johnny 
Wyrostek  the  Reds  will  be  a constant  threat. 

As  long  as  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  have  Ralph  Kiner 
they  W-ll  be  dangerous.  Lack  of  top  flight  pitching  or  even 
near  top  flight  pitching  will  keep  the  Bucs  in  the  second 
division  hut  their  power  at  the  plate  will  give  many  a 
National  League  pitcher  grey  hairs  or  bad  dreams  or  a high 
earned  run  average. 

Last  and  possibly  least  are  the  Chicago  Cubs.  Like  their  cross- 
town rival,  the  White  Sox,  the  Cubs  are  in  the  state  of  Illinois. 
As  we  tried  to  say  before  the  Cubs  are  in  the  state  of  rebuilding  and 
it  will  be  a couple  of  years  before  they  can  be  considered  for  any- 
thing but  a second  division  spot. 

In  summing  up  the  coming  National  League  race  we  feel  that 
the  teams  are  more  evenly  matched  thus  providing  a better  campaign 
for  the  fans.
